Secretary Outlines Financial 
Statement 


Dear Grads :— 

Davy Weiss, the genial editor of the 
Torch, has asked me to tell you all I 
know about Phi Lambda. God forbid 
such a confession. They might open 
up on me and that would be too bad. 
There are some facts, however, which 
I know you will like to hear. 

JT spent eight days with the boys this 
trip and when I left I felt that I 
knew them pretty well, at least I could 
recall all forty-two of them by their 
right names. A Chapter has to be 
pretty adept in the art of acting con- 
sistently to “high hat” a visitor for 
eight days without a slip. With the 
exception of the freshmen who are 
always more or less shy for a couple 
of days, the gang was quite natural, 
if rough house, “foreign language,” 
ete., are indications. I hated to leave. 

In another part of this issue you 
will find the Chapter scholarship curve 
which was plotted from the records of 
the college registrar. Please note 
there are two curves. This is due to 
the change of basis for marking. Pre- 
vious to 1924-25 the marking system 
was based on straight percentage. 
Since then, however, the grades have 
been based on honor points. For the 
benefit of the older Gradutes, an honor 
point is obtained by multiplying the 
credit given for the course by the 
grade received. Therefore, if a stu- 
dent receives a grade of plus 1, in a 
3 credit course, he gains 3 honor points 
toward graduation. There is no corre- 
lation between the two curves. 

The usual scholastic slump which is 
next to inevitable after a local fra- 
ternity goes national is quite evident. 
I am further led to believe that the 
slump in the years between 1923 and 
1925 was due to an over-emphasis on 
activities and the building of the new 
Chapter house. It is more than a 
coincidence that with a saner appre- 
ciation of the proportionate values of 
scholarship and activities, the Chapter 
has risen consistently until, in the sec- 
ond semester of 1928-29, they rose 
above both the “all men” and “all 
fraternity” average. They were in 
9th place among the fraternities at the

SPEAKS FROM INDIA 

Through the Suez, across the Medi- 
terranean and Atlantic—this consti- 
tutes the required journey spread out 
before Brother McQuade ’27 when he 
returns to his native soil. This for- 
eign business field of “Dick” McQuade 
clinches, I_helieve, for him the long 
distance record of Phi Lambda. 

Former President Schaffer has been 
fortunate enough to maintain a cor- 
respondence with emigrant Richard 
since his departure. Through his 
courtesy, and the assumed sanction of 
Brother McQuade himself, we print a 
portion of a recent letter. 


“T have been out here in India for 
almost two years and expect to return 
home in November 1931. Work con- 
sists of sales engineering for the In- 
gersoll Rand Company and takes me 
to all parts of India. I am constantly 
traveling. Headquarters are in Bom- 
bay. It gets extremely hot in various 
parts both in temperature and politics 
and just at present we are encounter- 
ing both as summer is in full swing. 
The Indian bloodless revolt is also 
under way. The only trouble with the 
bloodless revolt is that too many peo- 
ple have been killed and at present 
things are in very bad shape. We 
never know from one minute to the 
next when riots are going to break 
out and when they do, it’s a case of 
protect yourself as well as you can. 
Will be glad to get back home as India 
is very backward in all respects.” 

After his leave of five months at 
home, “Dick” is again supposed to 
return to India. We are grateful to 


Brother Schaffer for granting us the 
use of this letter.

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OLD MAIN 


“Old Main” is now old in name 
only. The dignified old building that 
was so long a land mark of Penn State 
is gone. In its place is a beautiful 
new building. Although it is greatly 
changed in appearance, this new edi- 
fice casts upon the sons of State that 
same feeling of dignity and grandeur 
as expressed by its predecessor. 

No longer is “Old Main” filled with 
classrooms. It is now used exclusively 
as a seat of all college activities. In 
the basement there is a beautiful mod- 
ern lunch room, Along with this 
there is a completely equipped dispen- 
sary and a miniature hall for dra- 
matic productions on a small scale. 

The first and main floor is the most 
magnificent of all. Just within the 
main entrance is a high colonade, sur- 
rounded by a balcony. A wide stair- 
way leads to the second floor. From 
both sides of the stairway entrances 
open into the main lounge, which 
is exquisitely furnished. On both sides 
are halls which lead to the main ad- 
ministration offices, 

Much of the grandeur of the first 
floor is reflected on the second. Di- 
rectly above the main lounge is a sec- 
ond lounge, just as luxurious as the 
first. On this floor the halls lead off 
from the baleony above the lobby. 
Here are found the remaining admin- 
istration offices. 

The third floor is filled with the 
offices of the various student activi- 
ties. The “Y-Hut” has gone with 
the “Old Regime,” the organization 
now being housed on this floor. There 
are two social rooms, one for general 
use and the other for religious organ- 
izations. The fourth and last floor 
contains rooms for the musical clubs, 
Penn State Players, Thespians, and 
Band. At the north end of the floor 
there is a small auditorium for gen- 
eral use. 

Crowning all this is the stately 
tower. Its general characteristics are 
the same as those of the old tower, 
but it is higher and of a more artistic 
structure. At night it is illuminated 
by powerful lights situated at the 
base. 

There is still one feature of “Old 
Main” that is unchanged. The same 
old clock has been replaced in the new 

tower—a traditional memory of the 
old in the new.

PINCHOT APPROVES 
DUAL APPROPRIATION 


Speculation as to the manner in 
which Governor Pinchot would treat 
Penn State was settled when the State 
executive in his message to the Gen- 
eral Assembly recommended that the 
sum total of $4,940,000 be appropri- 
ated for the college during the 1931- 
33 biennium. 

Although this does not fill the re- 
quest of the College and is not as 
large as the last appropriation, still it 
is the largest amount that the pres- 
ent Governor has ever recommended 
for the institution. 

The Governor in his appropriation 
allowed a flat $4,000,000 for general 
maintenance and added $940,000 for 
new constructions. In the estimate 
submitted by the college $5,837,160 
was asked for maintenance and $8,- 
112,600 for buildings, equipment, and 
similar needs, 

Governor Pinchot, although grant- 
ing an increase of 20 percent for gen- 
eral maintenance, allows less than one 
million for new buildings as com- 
pared with the $2,250,000 granted by 
former Governor Fisher for that pur- 
pose during the last biennium. The 
appropriation made during that 
period which amounted to $6,311,000, 
was the largest in the history of the 
college. 

In political circles the sum recom- 
mended by the Governor is taken to be 
at least the minimum amount the col- 
lege will receive. There is a possi- 
bility that even a larger sum may be 
granted, 


ENROLLMENT ON INCREASE 


Penn State is slowly but surely pro- 
gressing toward the university stage 
of development. The latest indication 
of this fact was manifested by the en- 
rollment for the second semester, With 
4031 students registering, a new mark 
was set for matriculation. This figure 
exceeded the previous record made last 
September by 296. A new system of 
registration was used which greatly 
simplified the monotonous drudgery 
and lightened the burden of all con- 
cerned,

Experi- 
ments are being made to find the best 
ringmen for those divisions. 

The first meet resulted in a 4-3 vic- 
tory over a scrappy West Virginia 
team. State took the first four bouts 
with ease but lost the last three with 
equal ease. The showing made by 
the State battlers in this meet argues 
well for another intercollegiate cham- 
pionship. ‘ 

We pin our hopes upon Davey 
Stoop, the Intercollegiate feather- 
weight champion, Julie Epstein, for- 
mer Intercollegiate featherweight 
champion now boxing in the Bantam- 
weight class, and Al Lewis, the two- 
fisted welterweight slugger. Johnny 
McAndrews, although a new member, 
is fast developing into a clever light- 
weight. 

Intramural 

This form of activity has taken a 
new lease on life and has become very 
popular this winter.

last report. There is no two ways 
about it, the boys are “hitting the 
books.” 


No National Secretary can ever let 
an opportunity go by without men- 
tioning finance. The reports on the 
financial condition of the Chapter are 
submitted herewith and they speak 
for themselves. 


For the first time since I have 
known the Chapter it is entirely outs 
of debt, or at least it is in a state of 
solvency by having its assets greater 
than its liabilities. For the past two 
years the Chapter has been follow- 
ing a financial policy that was worthy 
of Sandy MacTavish and Sammy 
Cchen in a merger. There is only one 
weak point, the bills receivable are 
too large. The consolation is that all 
but one or two are absolutely sure of 
collection. Note also that the expen- 
diture items are all safely within the 
budget limits. This shows good judg- 
ment, 


One item should be explained, 
namely the “outside of budget.” Such 
items as long distance telephone calls, 
back bills owed from last year, ete., 
are all placed in this column. Out of 
this amount came the same telephone 
calls and almost the last installment 


of a huge balance of back rent to the 
Building Corporation,
